
age, weights and measures be discharged
from the further consideration of the bill
(S. 4G75) to provide a unit of value and for
the coinage of gold and silver, and for
other purposes, and that said bill be the
special order of the House immediately af-

ter the reading of the journal on Tuesday,
January 27, instant, and if not disposed of
on said day this order shall oontinue from
day to day until said bill is finally dis-

posed of.
Mr. Bland had fought earnestly and

steadily for the complete remonetlzation
of silver, and on this occasion he made
the following remarks:

That, I say, Mr. Speaker, is the resolu-

tion I intend to offer as an amendment to
any special order that is offered in this
House for the consideration of any other
bill, and I shall insist upon it from now

until the 4th of March, or until that bill is

considered and passed by this House.
Mr. Bland was unable to obtain recog-

nition at the hands of Speaker Reed, and
so, on January 21, 1891, his resolution was
referred to the committee on rules, and
there it slept Its sleep.

Confining our vision to the nineteen
central states, and following the thought
of lion. Harrison Kelley, late Represent-
ative in Congress from the central dis-

trict in Kansas, with reference to the de-

feat of faithless Republicans, it may be
remarked that north of Kansas, the state
of Nebraska has not a representative in
Congress who will sustain the Harrison
administration; that Hon. George "W. E.
Dorsey, Speaker Reed's chairman of the
committee on banking and currency,
who had a plurality of 11,070 in 1888, in
1890 was left In a minority of 29,705, his
successor being a People's man, Hon. 0.
M. Kem.

Perhaps Mr. Dorsey will be certain to
remember his attempts to push through
the nouse a bill providing for $300,000,-00- 0

of fifty-ye- bonds to eternize the
monopolistic national banking system,
and thus conclude that he is Indeed a
thrifty "statesman without a job."

Think of five Republicans retired in
Iowa, six In Wisconsin, three in Minne-

sota and seven in Illinois; and then these
sapient Republican propheeiera talking
of their national victory in 1892!

Hon. S. O. Comstock, of the Fifth dis
trict of Minnesota, having a plurality of
7,519 in 1888, and in 1890 finding himself
In a minority of 19,383, succeeded by that
Bturdy People's man of Norwegian ori-

gin, Hon. Klttel Halvorsen, of Brooten!
Let God be praised that the sturdy,

true people of the land have awakened
and are rapidly awakening to the consid-

eration of the great fact, power inheres
in the people, and that pseudo pluto-

cratic politicians, sometimes misnamed
statesmen, will be speedily finding them-

selves without jobs, or nominal servants
in the body politic.
